GROWING DIAMONDS. 
siemens 
Thies Process is Scientific, but Not 
_Alarmingly Satisfactory. 

Dr. W, yon Bolton bas been trying 
to grow diamonds. At a recent éon- 
gress of the German Bunsen society he 
described the decomposition of illum!- 
nating gas ‘under the action of sodium 
amalgam, which precipitated the car- 
bon in the form of black coal and, it 
seemed, of diamonds, but these were in 
too smal) quantity to permit of analy- 
sis. Dr. von Bolton determined to ob- 
tain a greater quantity by making dia- 
monds grow on some other substance. 

The Scientiic American says he 
placed fifty grams At 14 per cent s0- 
Gium’ amalgam in a long testing tube 
and coated the upper layer with a

The amalgam was allowed 
to give off its mercury vapor for one 
month, when very little black carbon 
hed been separated, but on the layer 
covered with diamond powder many 
particles of high brilliancy were found, 

Phe contents of the tube were boiled 
iv a platinom crucible with a mixture 
of fluoric and sulphuric acids. ‘Che 
micrescope revealed that the amor- 
phous powder had heen converted “nto 
brilliavt crystals, ¢rue diamonds, still 
too small, however, to allow of analy- 
gia.

Where the young prince or princess 
bas, through the pressure of state af- 
fairs, been obliged to live surrounded 
by diplomatisis and ministers, the 
ebild bas picked up the jargon in the 
most astonishing fashion, 

Is it not on record that when Mary, 
qneen of Scots, as a eblid of eight 
years, met ber mother at Rouen, the 
little queen's reply to the maternal 
caresses was the inquiry, “What fac- 
tions continued to exist In the noble 
families of Scotland?” and “whether 
the Engtish still harassed her native 
country; whether worship remained 
pure and the prelates and clergy did 
their duty?” 

, At eleven she quotes Plutarch, and 
at twelve she writes an essay on the 
demeanor and duties of princes couch- 
ed in the language of an elderly states- 
man. Yet, though a brilliant woman, 
who can say that Mary Stuart’s later 
life was remarkable in wisdom and 
diplomacy? Her, precocity was just 
ihe repetition of the sentiments aud 
expressions she heard about her. 

And might not one hazard the opin- 
jon that the weighting of the memory 
destroys other faculties and gives a 
reason why the precotious child so 
early becomes a distinct rocket—its 
light and fizzle and glare all ended be- 
fore maturity is reached. Perbaps it 
is this consciousness: which makes us 

all have a feeling. of pity for the pre- 
cocious chia and to rejoice so heartily 
‘ow our afternoons. In some things at 
least we make for progress.

We should be grateful for our wonder- 
fully progressive twentieth century 
that sends “Sandford and Merton” and 
“Phe Parent's Assistant” disappearing 
beneath an almost bewildering ava- 
lanche of charming juvenile publica- 
tions and be glad that our boys and 
girls are nrovided with books written 
to meet the needs of their patures and 
imaginations, 

Perhaps the worthlest progress has 
been made,in the books that aré now 
written for very little fdlks, for those 
children who are just beginning to dis- 
cover the wondrons delight of reading 
themseives. They must. bave books 
wherein the print is large, the lan- 
guage simple and tbe illustrations at- 
tractive. And ‘thése have been given 
to them. Not only Grimm's and’ An- 
dersen's falry tales have been retold, 
bot Kingstey’s “Water Bates,” “Rob- 
inson Crusge,” “Stories of King. Ar- 
tifar’s ‘Knights’ nod “Undine”. bave 
been issued in delightful little volumes 
devised to suit very young readers. 

Besides these, there are many story 
books and picture books that are ‘mar- 
vels of workmanship and cleverness. 
Among these can be recommended
